He is, however, an individual known 
to us who, over a considerable period of time, has attempted to volunteer 
information to various officers at different locations of this Agency. It 
is our interpretation that his actions were Primarily designed to gain 
access to us in order to benefit his own business undertakings. Some of 
his actions would lead us to belfeve he has somewhat of an erratic 


personality."
